Earlier, black children were kept out 
of South Boston schools by city officials 
and police, strengthening earlier reports 
that White and NAACP leaders would 
call for federal marshals to be sent to 
Boston.

options. Its cars will be increased an 
average $330, or 8.5 per cent, AMC said 
The 1975-model AMC vehicles go on

Goleta County Water District made an 
unsuccessful bid Monday to get the Board of 
Supervisors to allow county voters to ballot 
in 1975 on whether or not they approve of State 
Project water 
North county supervisors Curtis Tunnell and 
Francis Beattie refused to lend support to a 
motion by Supervisor James M 
Slater to 
support the water district board's proposal 
Acting board chairman Frank Frost declared 
the motion lost for lack of a second, as Frost as 
chairman could not make or second motions. 
“We have now done all we can,’’ declared 
Goleta district counsel Robert Goodwin “I 
hope the public will recognize this The heat is 
now off the district and on the county. ” 
Tunnell and Beattie, with Frost joining in. 
then approved a motion merely to file the 
request, with Slater voting in the negative. 
The north county supervisors did not see the 
Goleta district proposal in the same light as did 
Goodwin and Robert Paul, district manager. 
They charged the Goleta water district 
directors with seeking a vote on the State water 
project at a time when it would in all likelihood 
fail to win public support 


“It is premature, it would put the state 
project to bed forever,” said Beattie. 
“I don’t see how you can put it on the ballot — 
the costs are not shared as yet,” asserted 
Tunnell. “Just what are you going to ask the 
people to vote on? A great deal depends on the 
wording. One of the critical issues is a sharing 
of the costs. I'm certain it is a critical issue for 
the north county The people there are not about 
to tax themselves an unknown amount unless 
they know." 


At one point Tunnell asked Paul: 
“Is it the hopes of your board to cross off the 
State Project for once and all by this proposal?" 
Paul replied that the water problem was 
county wide, and the district recognized the 
growing concern with the existing supply, which 
has led the Goleta district to impose a 


moratorium 
on 
water 
connections 
and 
Montecito district to impose rationing 
He explained the district proposal was to 
select one or more alternatives to bring to a 
vote by November, 1975, and that one 
alternative was the State Water Project 
Paul felt it was the "responsibility of Goleta 
district to bring all alternate resources of water 
before the public. He said he felt there were 
alternative sources of supplemental water that 
could supply "an adequate supply for the 
foreseeable future." 
Tunnell claimed that it apjpeared that only 
State Project water could fill the long-term 
needs. 
The ironv of the proposal and response is that 
the Goleta District basically is looking at 
sources 
of 
supply 
other 
than 
Northern 
California water, and the supervisors opposing 
a 1975 vote on Feather River water have agreed 
important northern water is the best thing 
Slater said he felt state water "has to go to 
the vote of the people eventually.” 
He said in view of the Goleta district proposal 
"you can’t criticize the district for not taking 
any action - then probably say a vote on state 
water will probably fail — and that we don't 
want it to fail now " 
Tunnell pointed out the county “ has invested 
about $2 million in state water in recent years 
and it would be very foolish to kick that money 
away" through a premature vote now 
The Santa Maria supervisor, urging that the 
county continue "to keep our options open." 
said the state has agreed to the county's 
proposal to defer design and commencement of 
the coastal aqueduct for two years in January. 
1977 
Tunnell said he felt the county also needs 
more time to get an answer from San Joaquin 
Valley water purveyors as to whether they 
might be able to buy the county ’s Feather River 
allotment when it is able to be made available, 
pending final decision on state project water in 
this county County Water Consultant Robert M 
Edmonston is investigating possibility of such 
sales.

Reagan's signature repealed special early 
retirement bonuses for lame duck legislators. 
The bill was passed by a special session of the 
legislature, called in response to pressure from

legislators voted them selves Legislators up for 
election hastened to defuse the discontent as the 
pressure mounted 
In a very unusual ceremony, Reagan signed 
the bill in a restaurant here, at a fundraising 
luncheon for McLennan Most important bills 
are signed in the capitol in Sacram ento, or in 
the presence of the bill’s authors, or both 
The 
bill’s 
nominal 
author, 
Democratic 
Assemblyman Bob Wilson, was not invited 
McLennan was the star instead McLennan, a 
freshman lawm aker, authored a bill during the 
regular session repealing the early retirement 
bonuses, but could not get it passed by the 
Democrat-controlled legislature. 
His continued stumping for the m easure, even 
after the legislature adjourned, roused the 
public pressure that forced the lawmakers to 
reconvene, Reagan said 
“ I thought that justice required that the bill 


be signed in the district of the man who made it 
happen." Reagan said 
When the legislature did reconvene, the 
Dem ocrats refused to allow M clennan's bill to 
pass, not wanting the Republicans to get credit 
for a popular m easure, and so passed Wilson's 
bill 
“ Politics being what it is, they stole his 
( M clennan's) bill,” Reagan said 
“ Some people are going to take this (signing) 
as politics. I think it is simple ju stice," the 
governor said

The repealed pension plan allowed lawmakers

Britain's campaign '74 
in final, indecisive days 


LONDON (U PI) — Britain’s second ‘‘Cam paign ’74” entered 
the final two days of handshaking today with politicians aiming 
appeals at a large 20 per cent of the electorate still unsure of its 
vote in this week’s national election. 
Political 
com m entators agreed the two-week cam paign has 
been one of the quietest ever, centering on inflation, the threat of 
m ass unemployment and Britain’s membership in the Common 
Market. 
Prim e Minister Harold Wilson’s Labor party led in all opinion 
polls by m argins ranging from one to nine per cent, but political 
analysts said the 20 per cent undecided vote could be crucial in 
deciding Thursday’s winner. 
The election m arks the first time this century that Britons have 
voted in national elections twice in one year. 
Wilson ordered the balloting in a bid to break out of a 
parliam entary deadlock resulting from the Feb. 28 elections, 
which toppled the Conservatives but failed to give any party an 
overall m ajority in Parliam ent.

World's toughest jobs 


Why Mack doesn't do windows

BOSTON — (NEA) - F lutter-hearted do-gooders have 
questioned the recent dishing out of luscious bonuses for men 
involved in w hat some term the beastly, nasty and brutal oc­ 
cupation of football. 
The em ergence of the World Football League and its mil- 
lion-dollar contracts to National Football League players 
has brought this quizzical point to the fore: How much, in 
fact, is a rough job worth? 
For perspective, we refer to a recent article in the Boston 
H erald Advertiser Sunday Magazine on "The Toughest Jobs 
. . . ” That is, jobs that are "dangerous, difficult, dem anding 
or emotionally exhausting." 
They include an ironw orker who dodges swinging beam s 
40 stories up; an electric trouble-shooter who struggles in 
manholes with exposed 25,000-volt cables and the local rats; 
a high-rise window-washer; a bomb-squad de-activator, and 
a football player. Mack Herron, the New England P atrio ts’ 5- 
foot-5 kick-off and punt-returner. 
"Catching balls can be classified as dangerous work, said 
Herron, who did not think it odd a football player is lumped 
with the aforem entioned other parlous performers. 
The hazard for Herron is whether to call fair catch or to 
take the risk of fielding the ball and trying to m ake a go of it. 
"It I m ake the wrong decision, it could be curtains," said 
Herron. "Those defensive guys, all they are out there for is to 
get a good lick on you. While I’m waiting for the ball to drop 
from the sky, I’m not actually scared. What I feel is a little 
rush sensation running through my body. But I’m also peep­ 
ing out to see how far downfield those defensive guys are. 
"When I do m ake a fair catch, som etim es I’ll be kneeling 
there on the ground and one of those monsters will com e by 
and pat me on the helmet and say, ‘Lucky you didn’t try to 
for daylight, otherwise we woulda killed you, you little so- 
and-so.’ ’ 
This is the kind of rhetoric that commonly passes between 
p articipants on what is justifiably referred to as "the field of 
battle.’ 
It’s not all bombastic speechifying either. McGraw-Hill’s 
M edical World News informs us that 15 m ajor injuries and 
five operations are the seasonal average for a National Foot­ 
ball League team. And all team m ates have a m ultitude of 
minor physical inconveniences. 
Broken ribs, wrenched knees, shoulder separations, com ­ 
pressed cervical vertebrae, clavicular dislocations, frac­ 
tured scapulas and costispinal disruptions are as common 
am ong football p layers as jum py nerv es a re am ong 
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jackham m er operators. 
However, neither jack h am m er operators nor ironworkers 
make a million dollars. Nor, usually, do they m ake as much 
as Mack Herron’s $29,000 a year. 
The Boston ironworker who must walk along icy, wet, n a r­ 
row beam s while the miniature world goes on way dqwn 
below, earns only $17,000 
The electric troubleshooter, who once went down into a 
manhole and saw his partner burned when he touched a 
moist exposed cable, gets less than $15,000 a year. 
The window-washer who may be seen — som etim es only 
with binoculars — on a wooden gondola swabbing sun- 
glistened glass, m akes about $12,000 a year. (He has been at 
it for 40 years, insists the job is not scary, but predicts: “ In 
five years all window washing on tow ers will be mechanical. 
They just won’t find any men who a re willing.’’) 
In 17 years on the job, the bomb-d^fuser has never been in­ 
jured by an explosion. However, some bombs exploded as he 
approached them. His closest call c am e last year when he 
disconnected a tim er with less than 60 seconds left before it 
was doomsville This fellow makes $14,700 a year. 
His biggest worry? On the way to work he is concerned 
about “getting through the traffic alive.’’ 
In a sense, that is also Mack H erron’s worry. “But the (inly 
difference between my work and those other fellows’ 
said 
Herron, "is that we have spectators who pay to watch us. The 
window-washer or bomb de-activator could dem and as 
much as a football player if he could get enough people to 
pay to watch. And I think they’d deserve it. 
"Why do I take the risk’.' Same reasons probably as some of 
the others. For the challenge. For the excitement. For the 
money. And maybe for the risk, too. Life ain't nothin’ but a 
chance, anyway."

Orioles in suspense; 
Dodgers near pennant 


BALTIMORE (UPI) - The Baltimore 
Orioles’ World Series hopes may rest 
today on a nod of Jinn Palmer's head. 


That nod will come about 15 minutes 
before 
the 
Orioles 
and 
the 
world 
champion Oakland A s resume their 
American League championship series 
at 2 p.m. EDT and will tell Baltimore 
Manager Earl Weaver whether Palmer 
or Ross Grimsley will be the starting 
pitcher against the A s Vida Blue in the 
third g^me of the best-of-five series. 


Should Palmer remove himself from 
the starting role Weaver and the other 
Orioles want him to play, the A’s would 
become the clear favorites to win the AL 
pennant. 


Although Palmer had only a 7-12 
record this season, following his AL Cy 
Young Award winning 22-9 season in 
1973, he is generally regarded as the best 
pitcher on either team.

A warden and a wildlife biologist pulled the animal out of the 
well with a rope and tried without success to revive it. 
The state legislature has ordered a moratorium on hunting 
mountain lions for a two-year period and ordered the DFG to 
undertake a study to work up a plan for the perpetuation of the 
species. The two gentlemen mentioned above were undertaking 
part of that study when they found the lion in the well.

It’s old. old hat now. but the impact of 
a bill on holidays signed by Gov Reagan 
last year is only now being felt on the 
government scene At the last session of 
the legislature, according to Alice 
Milligan, assistant superintendent of 
Lompoc Unified School District, the

Nothing to bluff about 


WASHINGTON 
very little idea 
— (N EA i — We have 
whether the billions 
we re spending for defense are buying 
the right weapons, the right mix of them 
or the right numbers of them. 
The decisions are guesses — based on 
computer information but guesses all 
the same 
Our strategic forces 
are designed to pre­ 
vent a war. not fight 
one 
Defense Secre­ 
tary 
James 
Schles- 
inger knows as well as 
the next man that no 
one wins a nuclear 
conflict. Our nuclear 
arms are designed to 
convince Moscow not 
to take 
chances that could lead to chaos and 
also to convince Western Europeans 
that we can stand up to the Russians in 
their defense. 
The problem of U.S. defense thus is 
political rather than military But while 
we are in close association with West 
Europe’s leaders and have a rather 
clear idea of how they reason we have no 
such understanding of Soviet thinking 
We do not know what combination of 
weapons 
and 
military 
forces 
will 
convince the Russians not to take 
dangerous actions. In the 1962 Cuban 
missile crisis we found out; but that was 
when we had a ten-to-one superiority in 
strategic forces. That day is not likely to 
come again in our lifetimes. 
The 
Pentagon 
is 
frenetically 
translating treatises by leading Soviet 
military thinkers in the hope of finding 
the answers we need But tnese may not 
give an accurate clue to what U.S. arms 
will incline Brezhnev to either caution 
or recklessness. 
Schlesinger himself has a great faith 
in “ uncertainty ’’ No one he says with 
obvious relish, can be certain what a 
democracy will do in any given crisis, a 
fact 
which 
must 
surely 
give 
the 
Russians pause But Schlesinger s logic 
on deterrence is as Western in concept 
as Robert McNamara’s was. Russians 
queries on the McNamara thesis during 
his tenure as Secretary of Defense 
found it illogical and mystifying. 
Top American military officers are 
convinced that only U.S. determination 
will make the Russians cautious. If the 
* Russians believe we have the will to 
resist and the will to defend our allies, 
they’ll hold still, several of these leaders 
have told this reporter. 
If they're 
convinced we don’t have the will, they 11 


probe and push harder and take chances 
that could lead to war. Some believe the 
showing of will necessitates standing up 
to Moscow on every crucial issue — and 
offering an olive branch at the same 
time. This was the approach taken by 
Mr. Nixon 
Modern weapons in sizeable numbers 
and the continued progress in developing 
more 
advanced 
types 
are 
other 
expressions of will. But then we must 
turn to the question of what weapons, 
how many and when to build them. At 
today’s prices we cannot afford to buy

And what is will and determination in 
Russian eyes and where does it shade 
into belligerency? 
So we are back to Schlesinger’s 
uncertainty 
principle.
